able sizes. A Vestibule, so necessary 
in the Canadian climate, ts provided, 
and a lighted and ventilated coat room. 

The exterior is finished in stucco of 
rough trowel finish applied on metal 
lath to double sheathed and insulated 
frame construction. The roof is cover- 
oi with etained cedar shingles in dull 
brown. The eun room ts heated, but 
may be opened up in summer and used 
aus @ Verandah, making the space avall- 
able all the year round.

Unwritten Law of the Sea. 

The British sailors’ unwritten law of 
the seas, “women and children first,” 
when taking to the lifeboats, was 
amended to include “married men 
next,” by imperiled bachelors in the 
crew of the Antinoe, when on Jan. 26 
last they were dramatically rescued 
, i midocean by Captain Fried, and the 
prooare and men of the American liner 
President Roosevelt.’ 

} The fact was brought out at a 

Board of Trade inquiry into the loss of 
the British freighter which left New 
York on Jan. 14 with 26 men. Nine 
days later in a tumultuous sea a big 
wave struck the ship and bent the 
steering rod. The story of the crip- 
pled veesel's heroic rescue is now his- 
tory. 

The unpublished version of the 
bachelows’ regard for the families of 
imperiled companions wee told at a 
oourt inquiry by L. F.C. Darby. Ten 
of the surviving 23 men had been 
saved, leaving 13 etill in jeopardy 
aboard. 

Darby testified: “The discipline on 
the Antinoe seems to have been good, 
because when a itfeboat was seen to 
be approaching, the remaining men on. 
the Antinoe were arranged in the 
order In which they were to go and the 
married men were sent away to the 
President Roosevelt first.”
